The City, Central, and East and West 
Los Angeles Railroad companies control the 
street-car lines running from East Los An- 
geles over Main and Spring streets out on 
Fort, Olive, Sixth and Pearl streets.

Shortly atter noon the men who 
quit work on these lines, being all those 
terminating west of Main street and run- 
ring from their southern terminations to 
East Los Angeles, succeeded in inducing 
the men on the Aliso-street line to quit also, 
leaving running only the cable cars, the 
oer e Heigh ights cars, and the Main street and 
oe icultural hey line. A Times reporter 

o was spy! ing out the situation noticed 
some of the idle men at different places on 
the streets during the day.

We bad cut down the hours of work 
from fourteen to twelve hours, and raised 
the wages of the men, and had no idea of this 
occurrence.c The, roads have not been in 


good running order heretofore, and we were 


trying to systematize things so as to give bet- 
service. Such contracts as we wished 
men to sign are used in all the principal 
of the United States. The one we 
mitted to them is identical with the one 
on the Market-stree — Street 
ini other lines in San Francisco, with the 
ception of the name of the company. 
ere is no question of time or 
involved. There is no strike 
men. They simply quit 
. They never’ consul with 
us on the matter at all. If they had come 
to us first and asked to have some parts of 
the contract changed, it would have been 
different and things might have been am- 
— arranged. But they did not. They 
mply quit work. No one told them to 
sign t e contract or get off the cars. [Mr. 
orman confirmed this statement. Seven 
of the men quit on the Ist of July because 
we required them to call off the names of 
the streets. They thought it was degrad - 
ing their manhood”’ to do that. 

e have plenty of a er of 
them—to fill these men’s places, but they 
will not work, or let others do so. They 

rsuade and intimidate the others so that 
ey say they are afraid to go to work. We 
cannot tell when we will start the cars. We 
went to the Captain of Police for 
— 1 but 2 — told that nothing 
be dose unless some overt act was 
—. ut If it was a double-track road it 
would be easier to run it with green hands, 
but with a single track and switches it re- 
quires some knowledge and skill to give 
service. We know that the men have 
a perfect right to work or notas they please. 
Any man may exercise that privilege, but 
we don’t like to be preventer from using 
our property when other men stand ready 
to assist us. None of the strikers have 
come to us or submitted any proposition to 
us as to what they want us to do for them. 
It is a bad peor of business, an incon- 
venience and to us and to the public. 


Police Help Asked. 

The men persisted in their attempts to 
stop the Boyle Heights cars, but they were 
kept running till 8 ’clock in the evening.

THE Woman’s Christian Temperance 
Union of Southern Celifornia has put 
out a circular stating the objects and 
work of the organization, and asking 
for funds.

A PECULIAR CASE. 


A Conviction by a Jury of Women— 
Divorce Complications. 

WALLA WALLA (Wash.), July 13.— 
[By the Associated Press.] Among 
a number of prisoners discharged 
from the penitentiary yesterday was J. G. 
Harlan, a bogus prize-fighter and confidence 
man, known over the coast as the “Off 
Wheeler.” He was discharged by Judge 
Allyn because illegally imprisoned. Har- 
lan's case was a peculiar one. He was tried 
one year ago before a jury composed mostly 
of women, Judge Hoyt presiding. He was 
found guilty and sentenced. An appeal 
was taken to the Supreme Contt, 
which at the former term reversed the 
decision of Judge Hoyt, and declared that 
women were not competent jurors. Harlan 
was still kept in confinement till the ap- 
rae of Judge Allyn in Hoyt’s place. 

veral interesting questions are now in- 
volved. Harlan was married at the time of 
his conviction. In March last, after the 
Supreme Court had decided that Harlan was 
illegally held, his wife sued for a divorce 
before Hoyt, the same Judge under whom 
her husband was convicted. She thereupon 
immediately married a business man of Ta- 
coma, by the name of Shields. Harlan’s pres- 
ence in the divorce case was not required, and 
he states that he received no service of sum- 
mons. Thus the question of the legality of 
the divorce and subsequent marriage arises. 
The grounds for divorce, of course, were 
that Harlan was a convict, but those 
grounds could not have been well taken, 
when the Supreme Court had decided in 
effect that he was not a prisoner under the 
law. Harlan states that he will go back to 
Tacoma and claim his wife. 


NOGALES. FLOODED. 


A Cloudburst the Cause—Loss or Life 
and Property. 

NoGALEs (Ariz.), July 13.—[By the As- 
sociated Press.] One of the most severe 
rainstorms ever seen here came up this 
afternoon about 2 o’clock. It appears that 
there was a cloudburst on the mountains 
southwest of town, in Sonora, and within 
the space of half an hour the town was al- 
most flooded. On the west side of the town 
there is a large arroyo, and in a few minutes 
it swelled to a width of more than 200 feet.
